ment authorities are in a state of 
bewilderment about applying the law 
to the thousands of migratory work- 
ers, particularly talent, in the biz. 
Weeks of correspondence and prob- 
ably litigation will be required be- 
fore satisfactory machinery can be 
set up. 

The principal source of trouble is 
interpreting both the basic law and 
enforcement regulations in the light 
of peculiar conditions found in 
amusement industries. The main 
problem is expressed by the ques- 
tion: when is an actor an employee, 
subject to tax, and when is he an 
independent contractor and outside 
the program? Next most bother- 
some puzzle is how to check up on 
compensation paid to and taxes col- 
lected from migratory talent and 
their successive employers. 

Ducking positive answers to these 
and related questions, Internal Reve- 
nue Bureau authorities admit that

Meantime Isidor Ostrer and Blumenthal Here, Mau- 
rice Ostrer Due, for Coast Huddles with 20th-Fox 


Execs on Gaumont-British Financial Tangle 





Hollywood, Nov. 24. 

Joseph M. Schenck last night re- 
iterated his statement of last week 
that 20th-Fox would not consent to 
the sale of the Ostrers’ voting stock 
interest in Gaumont-British to John 
Maxwell. He says Maxwell had pur- 
chased 232,000 non-voting shares 
from the Ostrers, of which 3,000,000 
shares were issued. 

Schenck said that 20th-Fox would 
cooperate with the Ostrers on any 
matter of concern in G-B operation, 
but that the transfer of power to 
Maxwell is out. Schenck had a wire 
from Isidor Ostrer last night (Mon- 
day) saying that he would leave 
New York Wednesday (25), arriving 
here Saturday, but fyrther than that 
Ostrer did not advise him as to the 
purpose of his mission. 

With regard to the report that 
Maxwell and his associates are on 
the G-B board, Schenck declared: 

‘They would have to be elected by 
the board of directors and there has 
been no meeting since I left Eng- 
land. The Maxwell interests wanted 
a meeting for that purpose recently, 
but it has been postponed indefi- 
nitely.’ 

Schenck says there is not a 
chance of Maxwell figuring in G-B 
under any circumstances, regardless 
of the Ostrers’ desires, as 20th-Fox 
has the last say on the sale of the 
voting power in G-B. Also added 
that A. C. Blumentha’ does not rep- 
resent him in the deal. 

Sid Kent arrived here last week to 
confer with Joe Schenck on the 
Ostrer proposition and to discuss pre- 
liminaries prior to Isidor Ostrer’s 
arrival from London. 

Schenck declared his company 
would not sell its voting interests in 
Metropolis & Bradford Trust and that 
he was optimistic regarding the out- 
come of the three-way alliance. 





Show-Me Attitude 

Trade and banker circles are tak- 
ing that Missouri slant on Isidor 
Ostrer’s current visit to these shores 
regardless of what public utterances 
the Gaumont-British chieftain may 
be making on his present trip. Os- 
trer’s trip to the U. S. appears to 
have been undertaken on the spur 
and hurriedly. 

The presumption is strong that 
Ostrer might have rushed to. New 
York in order to gain a closeup of 
the proposed deal in which Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer intends to purchase 
from 20th Century-Fox half of the 
20th-Fox company’s equity in Gau- 
mont-British, at a price of from 
$3,500,000 to $4,000,000. 

In that case, the Ostrers and John 
Maxwell will find themselves, singly 
or jointly, pitted against two potent 
adversaries, Metro and 20th Century- 
Fox, rather than only 20th Century- 
Fox, in the current GB situation. 

Ostrer’s visit may be regarded as 
confirming the prevailing trade be- 
lief that the Ostrers cannot con- 
clude their arrangement with Max- 
well unless the consent of 20th 
Century-Fox is had. ~* 

How Ostrer expects to obtain this 
consent from 20th Century-Fox is 
open. Obviously in the event of a 
partnership arrangement in the GB 
stock between Metro and 20th-Fox, 
the consent of both Metro and 20th 
might become necessary rather than 
just 20th Century-Fox. Therefore, 
the Ostrers face a serious setback. 

Ostrer could have something up 
his sleeve to clear his path in this 
difficult situation, but if he has, the 
American interests who are familiar 
with the matter have no knowledge 
what it may be. 

Maxwell's Emissary? 

Any current talk about Maxwell 
having bought only the non-voting 
stock in GB may be true, but only 
technically so. In so far as American 
observers are concerned, the deal is 
pending and is part and parcel of the 
entire Maxwell-Ostrer negotiations, 
whereby Maxwell shall obtain con- 
trol of the voting GB shares held by 
the Ostrers. 

If Ostrer is Maxwell’s emissary to 
renew negotiations to purchase the 
whole or half of 20th Century-Fox 
company’s equity in GB, this has 
not yet been known. Maxwell had 
Offered $8,000,000 for 20th Century- 

Fox company’s equity in GB. It

was not enough. Now, it is held 
fairly logical that Maxwell might 
seek to renew these negotiations, but 
that he would be doing so through 
Ostrer is one of those things. 

Ostrer, upon his present arrival, 
was unusually voluble, as he is not 
regarded as being a talkative in- 
dividual. A. C. Blumenthal arrived 
on the same boat with him. Ostrer 
intends to look at Hollywood on his 
current visit and talk with Sidney 
R, Kent, president of 20th Century- 
Fox, and with Joseph M. Schenck, 
chairman of that company, both of 
whom are on the Coast at this time. 

Arriving Monday from London, 
Ostrer, president of Gaumont-Brit- 
ish, will leave Thursday for Hol- 
lywood to discuss resumption of the 
20th Century-Fox-Metro-GB alliance 
with Joseph M. Schenck and Kent, 
both now on the Coast. Ostrer’s 
brother, Maurice, will sail this week 
to sit in on the Coast confabs. 


Inasmuch as they have sold their 
non-voting interest in Metropoiis & 
Bradford Trust to John Maxwell of 
British - International Pictures and 
Associated British Cinemas, Ltd. and 
are unable to deliver the voting stock 
to Maxwell, the Ostrers will en- 
deavor to work out a deal with 
Joseph M. and Nicholas M. Schenck 
and Kent. The Ostrers believe it 
wouid be futile to get 20th-Fox to 
sell its voting interest in MBT which 
would give Maxwell control of G-B, 
so they will attempt to have the deal 
worked out to the satisfaction of the 
American group as well as the British 
industry and government.

According to the arrangements

the other 3,000,000 shares of non-vot- 
ing. Twentieth-Fox held 75% of this 
stock. It gave the Ostrers 5,100 
shares of the voting stock, which al- 
lowed the latter operating control of 
Gaumont-British, in which company 
20th-Fox controls 49% of the stock. 
The agreement provides that the 
Ostrers can’t sell or transfer any 
of the voting stock. 

When the deal was on last summer 
for the 20th-Fox, Metro and G-B 
alliance, the Ostrers found home op- 
position to the plan. They sold their 
non-voting interests to the Maxwell 
outfit and figured that they would be 
able to get the o.k. from the Amer- 
ican interests to let loose the voting 
— which would give Maxwell con- 
rol. 

This plan did not set well with the 
Schenck-Kent group, so Kent went to 
London six weeks ago to work on a 
plan for the resumption ef the alli- 
ance.

To Center on Minimum Wages, 


Working Hours, Etc.; Pix for It 


Scheduled meetings to outline 
plans for reestablishing NRA prin- 
ciples before Major George L. Berry 


in Washington next month are ex- 
pécted to center on discussion of 
minimum wages, maximum working 
hours and collective bargaining. 


The film companies probably will 
be represented by the Hays office 
rather than individual spokesmen 
from each picture firm. Matter is 
supposedly tabbed for reference to 
the Hays organization with that as- 
sociation to be informed on the at- 
titude picture distributors and pro- 
ducers have taken. This procedure is 
to be followed so that production 
and distribution companies can work 
on a uniform basis and with a solid 
front. ° 


Situation presently is complicated 
because of the absence of Will Hays 
in Europe but it was stated this week 
that the chief executive of the Mo- 
tion Picture Producers & Distribu- 
tors will be back in N. Y. before the 
NRA-Washington parleys starting 
Dec. 11. 

Before the film industry takes a 
definite stand on NRA discussions, it 
is likely that leaders of the business 
will want to know how much other 
industries are to figure in these 
Washington sessions. There are sev- 
eral hundred industries besides the 
picture biz in the U. S., and thus far 
there is no intention on the part of 
picture executives to enter actively 
into any parley unless plenty of 
other branches of industry send full 
representation to the Major Berry 
meetings. 


If collective bargaining, minimum 
Wages and maximum hours are to 
occupy virtually all the attention at 
the NRA confabs, major companies 
see little new that can be offered, 
according to the opinion of industry 
chieftains. The industry has had 
collective bargaining generally for 
more than 20 years and the mini- 
mum scale is higher and hours 
shorter than in many other major 
industries. Consequently, major cir- 
cuits and distributors and producers 
of the major rank figure they will be 
les§ affected than anybody in Wash- 
ington discussions. 


Grind film theatres and indepen- 
dent producers, distributors and ex- 
hibitors are liable to be affected 
most, according to t' way the meet- 
ings in Washington now shape up. 
With this picture of the industry re- 
pufedly now paying low wages and 
using workers on long shifts, most 
of.the fireworks at the December 
meetings probably will be supplied 
by various indie exhibitor organi- 
zations. And few industry leaders 
cam visualize the major. circuit 
spokesmen defending the position of 
the independents in this struggle. 


While the Washington sessions are 
Said to have been scheduled ostensi- 
bly to formulate some NRA plan of 
action or draw up _ constructive 
measures for submission to the 
coming congressional sessions, there 
are some film executives acquainted 
with the old Blue Eagle set-up who 
maintain that some method of volun- 
tary NRA administration may be at- 
tempted. They contend that the 
mere threat of unfavorable publicity 
might force obedience to the opera- 
tion of such a voluntary set-up.

Gilman (Coast NBC) Hails Advent 
| Of Television as Inevitable But 
Not Too Imminent; Rosy Future 


San Francisco, Nov. 24. 

In a statement following his return 
from the recent television demon- 
stration in New York, Don E. Gil- 
man, NBC vice-prexy, said that no 
matter how panicky theatre men 
may be over this new entertainment 
medium, they would not be able to 
stop its advance. 

Although he held out a rosy pic- 
ture for the entertainment profession 
when television did get around that 
corner, Gilman warned show people 
not to wait around until that time 
arrived; that many things may hap- 
pen to delay it. 

Gilman said that television offers 
complexities never experienced in 
radio, stage or screen and that it 
would need to be financed by a com- 
pany with hundreds of millions of 
dollars at its disposal. 

For nationwide television broad- 
casts it will be necessary to stud the 
country with transmitters. costing 
$250,000. Coaxial cables from coast 
to coast would run into the millions, 
Gilman declared. 

Gilman also discussed difficulties 
encountered in televising outdoor 
events, which cannot be broadcast 
direct by television unless the trans- 
mitter is on the spot. It is now 
necessary to film the event, develop 
the negative and dub in sound or 
use a studio announcer to describe 
the action on the screen, a process 
which requires hours or more after 
the event has taken place.

Fed Officials Pooh-Pooh Reports 


Of Any Special 


Stock Tradings; SEC's Usual 0.0. 


Probe Into Pix 





Washington, Nov. 24. 

Rumored special investigation into 
recent trading in film stocks was 
declared a pipe dream last week by 
Federal officials. 

Although maintaining closer watch 
than usual in view of suspected 
heavy foreign speculation, Securities 
& Exchange Commission laughed off 
reports that particular attention is 
being given to amusement securities 
and pooh-poohed suggestion that any 
action is in prospect because of 
lively activity of film issues in the | 
past few weeks. 

The S.E.C. maintains a steady | 
look-out for market rigging in any 
security and checks on the extent | 
of fluctuations and volume of trans- 
actions in all stocks listed on the 
New York exchanges as part of its 
routine operations. For the last 
fortnight, more intensive check has | 
been made because of repeated tips | 
that alien cash is being dumped into 
U. S. markets in large gobs. 

While admitting that steps may be | 
taken to 1estrain unhealthy rises and 
declines, Commish scoffed at thought 
of widespread concern about the pic- 
ture stock trading. Observers noted 
that amusements have been among 
the liveliest issues for several 
months, particularly since financial 
statements of major producers took 
on rosy hue. 


WB's $3,177,312 
‘30-36 Net Augurs 
Divvy Payments 


The net profit of Warner Bros. and 
subsidiaries for the year ending Aug. 
29, 1936, was nearly $2,500,000 greater 
than the net for the previous year. 
The company’s annual statement to 
stockholders sho..s net profit for 
the fiscal year completed last August 
to be $3,177,312 as against $674,158 
for the fiscal year ended on Aug. 31, 
1935, 

This profit is equivalent to 75c per 
common share, after providing for 
current year’s dividend on the pre- 
ferred. Warner Bros. showed only 
7¢e per common share for the fiscal 
12 months ending in 1935. 

The report submitted by Harry M. 
Warner, president, states that the 
profits for the fiscal year ending in 
August are not subject to the federal 
surtax on _ undistributed earnings. 
Also cites that the company will 
show a substantial improvement for 
the quarter ending Nov. 28 this year 
over the $1,031,315 reported for 
corresponding quarter for 1935. 

The Warner Bros. statement re- 
veals net income, before other in- 
come and charges figured in, of $13,-

Here’s How They Do It, 
Not on the Beach, but 
In the Hotel of Bali 


Bali, Oct. 11. 

Not ‘on the beach,’ but on the lawn 
of the Bali hotel, the famous Bali- 
nese dancers and Gong orchestra 
celebrated their native New Year. 
(There is a weekly appearance but 
on not so elaborate a scale.) A per- 
stage under the trees, al 
fresco, being used.e About 20 girls 
and the same amount of boys com- 
prise the troupe, exclusive of tne 
‘Gamlong Gong’ orchestra, which 
numbers about 21. 

The big spot is the Legong Dance, 
one of the oldest of the Javanese 
dances. It is performed by young 
girls who are trained from early 
youth and continue to perform until 
they are 12 years of age, after which 
a new group replaces them. The 
dance is pantomimic as well as in- 
terpretative, and the kids, in attrac- 
tive native costume, enact an: ancient 
Balinese story. 


Fans play an important part in the 
story as well as the dance. The kids 
strut their stuff most gracefully and 
are impressive. 

There is another dance called the 
‘Djanger,’ which is a bit more mod- 
ern in performance. The manager 
of the hotel called it a ‘Balinese 
Jazz.’ In this the girls are assisted 
by the boys, also of their own age. 
The boys sit in two rows facing the 
girls forming a square with a ‘dag’ 
(a dancing master), who sits in the 
centre of the group and enacts as 
well as directs the various move- 
ments. 

The ‘Gamelong Gong’ orchestra is 
composed of 21 native musicians, 
who sit cross-legged on the ground. 
The instruments, in the main, sug- 
gest small-sized xylophones. Large 
gongs and tom-toms also play an im- 
portant part. The music produced 
has a certain indescribable harmony, 
and appeals with its primitive 
sounds. The musicians are not pro- 
fessionals. In daily life they follow 
various trades; some work in the 
tice fields, others are laborers, car- 
penters, etc. . There are four taxi 
drivers in the group, not forgetting 
one of the bell-hops at the hotel.

Great Britain under direct incen- 


public to participate in an issue 


of 12 musical shorts, to be made 


arranged to sell British rights at 


half, so that three months after 
will get back their capital and a 








CEA Wants Theatres Excepted On 
Quota Nixes for British-Mades 








London, Nov. 15. 

Sequel to revelations that several 
British-made pictures have not been 
eligible for the Board of Trade Brit- | 
ish quota certificate, due to employ- | 
ment of foreign stars, technicians or | 
other causes, is that the Cinemato- 
graph Exhibitors Association is seek- 
ing to have them awarded a special 
registration as theatre quota only, 
without being passed for the renters’ 
quota. 

C. E. A. view is that these pictures 
were booked by theatres who were 
unaware they were not in the 
quota, and the distributors should 
accordingly approach the Board of 
Trade to make some exception on | 
the lines indicated. 

If the distribs (United Artists and | 
General Films) do this, the Associa- | 
tion will make a similar approach | 
to the Board independently. 

Another Idea 

Exhibitors also have another slant 
on the quota situation, arising out of 
recent prosecutions of theatres for 
falling below their legal minimum 
percentage of British playdates. Sys- 
tem operating here sees the default- 
ing theatres automatically sum- 
moned before the courts after a de- 
fault on percentage, unless an ex- 
emption certificate is granted by the 
Board of Trade, on being satisfied 
from explanations offered that the 
exhib was powerless to fulfiil the 
law.

‘One Little Word Has Aussie Quota 
Stymied; What Does “Acquire Mean?

Sydney, Oct. 27. 

‘Acquire’ is the one little word 
likely to create a lot.of trouble very 
shortly in connection with the local 
quota. 

VARIETY was given to understand 
by a high government official that 
the word meant that ‘if there were 
not sufficient pix to make up the 
total required for quota purposes, 
then the foreign (American) distribs 
must produce locally.’ On the other 
hand, foreign distribs say that the 
word means they are merely re- 
quired to secure for distribution such 
locals as are available.~ Distribs 
point out that there is nothing in 
the act to show that they must prc- 
duce pix to make up the total re- 
quired. 

At the present time the situation 
is rather obscure and nobody is in 
a position to definitely state just 
what the government did intend. 
Twelve months have passed and the 
situation is exactly the same as when 
the law was first made. 


Want Definition 

Move is afoot to request Parlia- 
ment to define once and for all the 
actual meaning ef the word ‘acquire’ 
in relation to the Quota Act, and 
whether it is intended that foreign 
distribs should make pix locally. If 
such should turn out to be the case, 
Parliament will be asked to see that 
the foreign distribs comply with it. 

In the meantime, the foreign men 
are playing a waiting game. 

So far, Columbia has been the 
only foreign unit to make a pic in 
Australia. Walter Hutchinson men- 
tioned that 20th-Fox might pro- 
duce here in the future, but he did 
not give any definite promise on it. 

Local executives feel that the pres- 
ent Quota Act needs complete re- 
vising to meet the situation today, 
Actually the government has done 
absolutely nothing to assist local 
producers in the making of pix. 
Producers feel that the government 
should stand by them to help foster 
a young industry, but the govern- 
ment has been ducking. 

Premier Stevens Back 

Premier Stevens of N. S. Wales 
has just returned from abroad and 
has been in conference with his 
ministers. At the moment, how- 
ever, government is engaged on im- 
portant state affairs and cannot give 
any time to quotas and such. 

Meantime, American distribs are 
handling what quotas are available 
and allowing matters to stand as 
they are. Following is the local 
line-up: ‘Thoroughbred’ (British Em- 
pire Films), ‘Flying Doctor’ (G-B- 
Fox), ‘Uncivilised’ (U), ‘Orphan of 
the Wilderness’ (British Empire 
Films), ‘White Death’ (British Em- 
pire Films), ‘Rangle River’ (Col). 

Interested parties are asking the 
government what about Metro, War- 
ners, RKO, Fox and United Artists, 
It has been stated that United Artists 
will make one pic annually in con- 
nection with Cinesound, but again, 
nothing definite. 

Exhibs, under the act, are permit- 
ted to shelve foreign pix in order 
to screen a local. Right now there 
are not enough locals in circulation 
tu interfere with foreign product. /s 
the quota increases each year, how- 
ever, it will undoubtedly cause head- 
aches.

restore Tarzan’s mate to Tarzan. A 
big battle with a tribe of savages 
serves as the usual blowoff. 

Among other things, Tarzan has 
learned a few additional English 
words since last seen, although his 
vocabulary still couldn’t get him into 
the kindergarten class of a school for 
mental deficients. But he manages 
to get by. He has also softened up 
considerably in a husbandry manner. 
In this one he does such things as 
diving into the water to grapple with 
a 20-foot man-eating alligator in or- 
der to save the life of a young deer, 
and then, after killing the ’gator in 
a terrific struggle, swim back to 
shore where his mate awaits him. He 
finds time to pick her a lily on the 
way in and isn’t even puffing when 
he lands.

Washington, Nov. 24. 

Nearly half the nation’s film houses 
are ballyhooing the New Deal social 
security program, which goes into 
operation next year. 

As Social Security Board officials 
discussed production of additional 
shorts, reports showed more than 
5,000 exhibitors, mostly independents, 
are screening 34-minute newsreel 
trailers produced by Pathe and de- 
signed to stimulate public interest in 
the momentous old-age plan. Three 
shorts have been turned out already 
and three more are contemplated. 

Crediting exhibs with providing 
most effeetive publicity, S.S.B. re- 
vealed more than $15,000 has been 
spent to date for the trailers and 
outlay may eventually run to $50,000. 
Expense is considered justified, in 
view of the size of the educational 
job confrontimg the Federal agency 
and the willingness of exhibitors to 
book the films. Average cost of reels 
to date is well over $5,000, with nega- 
tive outlay running to $4,000 each 
and between 1,500 and 2,500 prints 
being made by commercial labora- 
tories of each film. 

While the S.S.B. shorts are made 
under contract with Pathe, officials 
denied any attempt is being made to 
force the reels on exhibs. Unlike 
the Works Progress Administration, 
Security outfit has no requirement 
that bidder must be able to guaran- 
tee regular newsreel publicity and is 
not trying to chisel footage on stand- 
ard reels. All major reel producers, 
with exception of March of Time, 
have shot old-age pension yarns on 
their own initiative, however, fea- 
turing distribution of registration 
blanks to 4,000,000 employers and 
estimated 26,000,000 eligible workers. 

The initial reel, ‘We, the People, 
and Social Security’ now is being 
shown in many chain houses, al- 
though originally exhibition was con- 
fined primarily to indie theatres. 
With the election out of the way, 
S.S.B. found resistance from affili- 
ated circuits diminishing as public 
interest in the program developed 
out of campaign warfare over payroll 
taxes.

The amusement industry will be 
forced to comply, along with all 
other lines, with the old-age pension 
features of the Security Act, which 
become effective—for tax collection 
purposes—Jan. 1, 1937. Under this 
part of the law, employers must de- 
duct 1% from the compensation of 
all help up to a limit of $3,000 per 
individual and are compelled to make 
a matching contribution to the fund 
from which benefits will be paid.

New 35mm. Color Process 


Progress is being made in the de- 
velopment of a color proocess similar 
to the one perfected by Eastman 
Kodak for 16 millimeter use ex- 
clusively. Because of patent pool ar- 
rangement with Technicolor, the 
Eastman Kodachrome color in 35 
mm. size would be incorporated in 
Tech’s production layout. 

Principal feature of Kodachrome 
for standard size film is that when 
available for the market it will 
eliminate many of the elaborate 
production details which now make 
the average color work so costly. 
Eastman Kodak and Technicolor are 
working hand in hand in perfecting 
the new tinter system. Greatest 
problem so far has been to obtain a 
negative and formula that will en- 
able producers to obtain the vast 
number of duplicate prints needed 
for a feature film. 

Eastman Kodak’s Kodachrome in 
16 mm. provides only the original 
negative theugh reports in the trade 
are to th» effect that two or three 
duplicate prints have been obtained 
from the master film.

Whether booking agents, act own- 
ers, or theatres, niteries, or broad- 
casters are ‘employers’ of transient 
acts which depend on the individual 
case and probably require specific 
rulings to fix tax liability. Taxes 
must be paid by and on behalf of 
talent in migratory units, but who 
collects the tax and which employer 





a general proposition. 

Actors in particular and all itiner- 
ant workers in general should keep 
their own week-by-week account of 
their employers, wages, and amounts 
| deducted for taxes. 
| Traveling companies, such as car- 
|nivals, independent cabaret or the- 
j atre acts, circuses, and touring legit 
| attractions should make reports in 
the revenue district where they have 
their base of operations. 

Wages paid partly in food, rent, 
|housing accommodations, or some 
| other indirect manner are subject to 
tax at the fair value, but amounts 
paid as allowance or reimbursement 
for traveling or other expenses are 
taxable only when the allowances 
exceed expenses. 

Persons who are ‘independent 
contractors’ are not required to pay 
the tax or are their employers taxed. 
Whether any worker is an ‘em- 
| ployee’ or an ‘independent contrac- 
| tor’ depends on particular circum- 
| stances. In general, freelances are 
| ‘employees’ if they are subject to 
| direction and discharge by the per- 
| sons for whom they work, but if they 
|actually are their own bosses they 
are ‘independent contractors.’ Film 
writers, composers, and actors who 
are freelances may fall in either the 
‘employee’ or the ‘independent con- 
tractor’ class, depending upon the 
conditions affecting each relationship 
with a studio. Same is true of radio 
performers, dancers, etc. No general 
policy can be laid down to cover 
such individuals, but to be on the 
safe side employers should collect 
and pay the tax and then seek a 
specific ruling. 

Employers—whether corporations, 
theatre owners, studios, band lead- 
ers, unit heads, or other individuals 
or groups—will be subject to stiff 
penalties for failure to pay taxes for 
| which they are liable and for delay 
in making reports. Interest on de- 
layed taxes will be charged at 6% 
per annum, while penalty levy of 5% 
may be imposed in addition. Failure 
to file return may bring penalties 
| graduated from 5% for first month 
to 25% after four months. Punish- 
ment for false or fraudulent returns 
is 50%. Criminal penalties, with 
maximum of $10,000 fine and 1 year’s 
imprisonment, may be exacted for 
any of these offenses.

Hearst, Guild Confer in Frisce 


Pay increases of substantial pro- 
portions to the editorial staff of the 
San Francisco Examiner, Hearst 
morning daily, will take effect Dec.

New record highs for the sale of 
program time were established dur- 
ing October ty NBC and Columbia. 
NBC grossed $3,696,489 and CBS. 
$2,754,808. Compared to October of 
last year the figures represented a 
33% boost for NBC and a nudge of 
42.7% for Columbia. 


Two major webs scored their pre- 
vious highs in March of this year, 


with NBC garnering $3,036,353 and 
CBS, $2,172,382. The past month’s 
takes were 21% and 26% over the 


latter totals for NBC and Columbia, 
respectively. Both NBC's’ red 
(WEAF) link and CBS may on the 
basis of last month’s tallies claim the 
highest monthly income for any sin- 
gle network in the history of broad- 
casting. Breakdown of NBC’s gross 
gives the red $2,417,743 and the blue 
(WJZ) trail, $1,278,746. 


Though politics did much in boost- 
ing the ante for last month the in- 
come from that source did not ma- 
terially affect the usual margin which 
October shows over September. For 
instance, the difference between the 
October and the September revenue 
for CBS this year came to $914,000. 
Last year the differential was 
$844,000. 

NBC’s income from the automotive 
industry for the first 10 months of 
this year is far in excess of what it 
was for the full year of 1934. Record 
expenditure which this classification 
established in the latter year re- 
mained unbroken through 1935 

Previous high year brought the 
network $2,046,841. Revenue from 
the automotives up to the end of 
October this year came to $2,381,504.

Inquiries made around the music 
publishing industry last week by 
Federal Trade Commission reps indi- 
cated that the government body 
is investigating a complaint filed 
against the American Tobacco Co.

First Essential to Business Increase

Murray Grabhorn, New York 
manager of John Blair & Co., thinks 
that if the major reps are serious 
about organizing themselves into an 
association patterned after’ the 
Roundtable group they have before 
them a task far more important than 
financing an advertising campaign 
for spot broadcasting. Grabhorn 
subscribes to the slant that the reps 
should first put their houses in order 
by trying to standardize the busi- 
ness of spot broaccasting. 

Most of the rate practices among 
stations are unsound and Grabhorn 
feels that the pressure brought by 
an association of reps would go a 
long ways toward having them 
straightened out. It is the station 
rep who knows the agency time 
buyer’s problems and because of this 
the station can be largely instru- 
mental in bringing about the adop- 
tion by stations of a definite group of 
trade standards. 

Grabhorn is of the opinion that 
it is about time that the industry got 
together and established definite 
standards for determining a sta- 
tion’s coverage. He believed that 
this would not be long in coming if 
the reps persuaded their stations 
that the job was strictly the concern 
of the industry and that it had 
everything to gain by such stand- 
ardization. 

As things now stand, a time buyer 
in making up his list finds himself 
bewildered by the multiplicity of 
rates asked by various urban sta- 
tions claiming a like listener circula- 
tion. Price for spot announcements 
under such set of conditions and 
facts may range anywhere from $25 
to $100. 

Many time buyers contend that it 
is economically unsound to use spot 
broadcasting as long as this dis- 
parity of rates exists. It is also

words in spot announcements should 
be standardized so that buyers in 
arranging for a campaign would be 
relieved of doubt and confusion. 
What might, in addition, be made the 
task of a rep association is the set- 
ting up of a standard form upon 
which the stations would every so 
often list their entire program sched- 
ule including national spot an- 
nouncements, so that time buyers 
could expediti usly get the required 
information on _ availability and 
thereby avoid, not only delay, but 
the frequent exchange of telegrams. 

Grabhorn believes that there 
should be a definite set of qualifica- 
tions for entry into a rep associa- 
tion, or eventually everybody would 
be getting by on a Hindu passport. 
He scouts as baseless the argument 
that scores of small stations would 
benefit from an institutional cam- 
paign in behalf of spot campaign, 
without assuming any of the finan- 
cial obligations. Almost 85%, of the 
spot business is cleared, he says, 
through five rep firms.

Communications Commission, Mon-

In a lengthy report analyzing a 
multitude of charges, Examiner 
Ralph L. Walker said evidence shows 
KVOS in the past has not operated 
in the public interest and, doubting 
the policies will be changed, said ap- 
plication for license renewal should 
be denied. Simultaneously Walker 
nixed idea of transferring control of 
the parent corporation. 


The case hinged primarily on the 
calibre of broadcasts concerning 
local politics, although other offenses 
were alleged and additional criticism 
was made. Examiner Walker did 
not refer, however, to station’s cur- 
rent law trouble over unauthorized 
use of Associated Press reports, em- 





braced in litigation pending before 
U. S. Supreme Court. 

Centering attention on ‘Newspaper 
of the air’ program, Commish 
sleuth cited number of instances 
where KVOS aired strongly-partisan 
talks on local political questions 
and concluded the station had stirred 
up ill feeling which was not in the 
public interest. Walker recalled the 
Bob Shuler case to substantiate his 
opinion that such use of broadcast 
privileges is not desirable and to 
fortify his denial. recommendation. 

Other matters which helped turn 
the scales against KVOS were: 

Technical violation of law con- 
cerning transfer of stock in the cor- 
poration holding the station license.

Here is an idea, well executed, 
which rolls neatly down radio’s new 
informal-and-cheap alley. Mrs. Oc- 
tavus Roy Cohen thought it up and 
sold it to P&G who tested it on 
discs in 14 cities to good results. 
Now it’s on the conjoint NBC hook- 
ups with Mrs. Cohen (Inez Lopez) 
serving as editor. 

As an idea, the thing is so obvious 
tuat it undoubtedly took somebody 
with a literary name to convince 
that it had possibilities. ‘Personal 
Column of the Air’ is the old news- 
paper agony stuff, lock, stock and 
barrel. It has organ music in the back- 
ground. In fact, it has every corny 
touch that could be evoked, but the 
angles have been plotted with such 
straight-from-the-shoulder sincerity 
that the net results size up as sure- 
fire. There is no hypodermic shot 
in the arm, and no frillery on the 
Wurlitzer keyboard. Just the straight 
McCoy, 

Program caught (18) gave five ex- 
cerpts from agony letters, each read 
by a suitable stock actor or actress. 
Letters were well written for 
change of tempo. One purportedly 
was from an elderly orphan woman 
who wanted to locate her real 
parents; another was from some 
kids looking for their old man: third 
was a request from a femme to find 
her brother; next a father, who had 
given his offspring away when a 
doctor told him he was on the verge 
of death, asked for the kids because 
the doc was wrong; and in close two 
women wanted to find a third erst- 
while classmate to join ’em at a 
wedding. Material neither dripped 
with tears, nor was it negatively 
tame. 

Pace unfurled itself with ample 
musical interludes so that each re- 
quest would have time to soak in, 
Commercials are short, and explana- 
tions of what it’s all about aren’t too 
long, though sufficient. 

Whole thing can’t cost P&G more 
than a grand a week in talent and 
production. In short, the soap spon- 
sors are getting a pretty good spread 
for very little silver. Computed on 
this basis, with a successful tryout 
to boot, it looks like a go.

Radio’s most acrimonious fight be- 
came a closed book Friday (20) 
when Federal Communications Com- 
mission finally refused to permit 
WLWL, New York, to become a full 
time station and reshuffle a half- 
dozen transmitters in order to open 
up a channel for exclusive use of 
the Catholic Church. 


After more than 18 months of 
stewing, Broadcast Division turned 
down the Paulist Fathers in an order 
effective Dec. 15 and ended months 
of uncertainty for stations spread 
from Minnesota to Texas. The action 
was foreshadowed a fortnight ago 
when the commish refused to allow 
the Patlists to withdraw their re- 
quest without prejudice in order to 
substitute a plea for the facilities of 
WOV, New York. 

With: the embarrassing WLWL ap- 
plication out of the way, the com- 
mish in short order took the follow- 
ing additional action which hinged 
on the Catholic issue: 

(1) Ditched complaints by the 
Paulists about allegedly-offensive 
programs aired by WOV. 

(2) Refused to grant a_ second 
Catholic station, WWL of New Or- 
leans, a regular full-time franchise. 


(3) Paved the way for purchase of 


WOV by Arde Bulova, owner of 
WNEW. 
(4) Killed a request of David 


Stern, Philadelphia publisher and 
lusty New Deal advocate, for the 
facilities sought by the Paulists. 

(5) Continued special authoriza- 
tion for WWL to operate full-time

Case has perplexed the commish 
for months, with members of Con- 
gress, Democratic big-wigs, Tam- 
many, and Italian factions adding to 
the pressure applied by the Catholic 
organizations. During prolonged 
maneuvering several potential solu- 
tions were advanced, retaliation was 
threatened, and_ intervention. of 
President Roosevelt was sought. 

As recently as last summer is 
seemed likely the Paulists would 
gain their full-time goal, though in 
a round-about way. This prospect 
Was ruined, however, when a com- 
plicated deal, involving Columbia 
Broadcasting System, WOV, and 
WLWL, fell through, and Bulova 
moved into the picture, aided by 
Congressman John J. O'Connor, 
Tammany, and New Dealers. Al- 
though Columbia was willing to step 
aside, Paulists declined to do busi- 
ness with Bulova. 





Bulova a Creditor 

A Bulova-Paulist enmity has re- | 
sulted from the entire situation. The | 
two parties will tangle again in near

RCA-Hazeltine Trial Ends 


But No Decision for Mos. 


Wilmington, Del., Nov. 24. 

Testimony in the cross patent in- 
fringement suit of RCA Manufactur- 
ing Co. and RCA Victor Co. versus 
the Hazeltine Corp., over automatic 
volume control principles which 
eliminate manual regulation of vol- 
ume in receiving sets, concluded this 
week before Judge John P. Nields, 
in U. S. District Court. 

Patents are considered important 
in the radio equipment industry. 
RCA companies charge infringement 
by Hazeltine of the RCA patents on 
the principles, and Hazeltine is coun- 
tercharging likewise infringement of 
Hazeltine-controlled patents on the 
same principles. 

Judge Nields set Jan. 4 for brief- 
filing by Hazeltine, and Feb. 8 for 
RCA. Rebuttal briefs are due Feb. 
23 and argument is set for March 2. 

Same judge heard arguments to- 
day on plaintiff motions in patent 
infringement action of RCA and 
A.T. & T. against Collins Radio Co. 

Motions were for a preliminary in- 
junction and to strike out portions of 
the defendants’ answer to the bill of 
Infringement of the De- 
Forest tube and receiving circuit, a 
combined patent, is charged.

titude of the Commish is a definite 
liability, New Deal arrangers are 
trying to find new roosts on the gov- 
ernment payroll for some members 
of the F. C. C. -vho probably can- 
not emerge from any investigation 
without injuries. They may be sup- 
planted before the probe takes place, 
but this is unlikely. 

Dissatisfaction with the Commish 
is widespread in Administration cir- 
cles. Lack of politic-] foresight and 
ineptitude have been shown and 
have aroused considerabl feeling in 
higher Democratic circles, while the 
outside criticism >of the Commish has 
penetrated to inner circles One of 
the troubles with the broadcast di- 
vision is that in playing politics the 
boys have been clumsy and their 
lack of finesse has been embarassing. 

Even in industry circles there is 
strong sentiment for an investiga- 
tion. Radio attorneys, even those 
who frequently pull political strings, 
don’t like the idea that most impor- 
tant decisions are settled along 
partisan lines and in every proceed- 
ing they must be alert for political 
moves instead of building up cases 
on merit. 

Examiners Reverseé 

Comment about numerous rulings 
contrary to examiners’ recormmenda- 
tions has had its effect, too. In recent 
months there have bees many inci- 
dents where examiners were re- 
versed and these have been a source 
of complaint in both political and in- 
dustry circles. 

While nothing will be settled until 
Congress reassembles, the present 
intention is to have a select com- 
mittee, rather than a standing com- 
mitee, conduct the inquiry. Probably 
a Senate group, rather than a House 
detachment, will get the job, al- 
though it may be difficult to head off

Continuing, Spight averred that 
sales managers are usually too vague 
concerning their merchandising ser- 
vice. More than any other single 
thing, this matter of merchandising 
service and auxiliary promotion can 
be used by representatives in build- 
ing up the character, aggressiveness 
and ingenuity of the station man- 
agement, declarec Spight. 

He pointed out the fact that rep- 
resentatives are not always advised 
when a program is cancelled and 
suggested that before yanking a pro- 
gram, managers check with their 
representatives’ offices to find out 
if any prospects are in view and 
what they think of its ultimate sales 
possibilities. A relatively simple 
change in the rate, general program 
content or participation basis might 
be made, Spight said, which would 
make the difference between success 
and failure of the program. 

Prompt Answers 

Prompt answers to inquiries and 
requests for speci:ic information are 
essential, Spight stated, telling man- 
agers to make arrangements for re- 
plies to questions from representa- 
tives if they are out of town or not 
able to answer personally without 
delay. 

‘In the aggregate,’ Spight con- 
cluded, ‘radio station representa- 
tives are contributing materiaily to 
the constructive and creative sales 
work which every year is resulting 
in a greater volume of national spot 
radio business.” 

Other speakers at the one-day con- 
fab, held at the Hotel St. Francis, ‘n- 
cluded Walter A. Burke, in charge of 
radio research for McCann-Erickson, 
Inc.. who suggested that stations be 
divided into two classifications, those 
seeking national business and those 
looking primarily for local business; 
cautioned -~tainst rate differentials, 
price cutting and_ discriminatory 
rates of all tynes. John M. Dolph, 
CBS Pacific “Toast sales manager, 
spoke at a luncheon meeting held 
with members of the San: Francisco 
Advertising Club’s radio depart- 
ment, presenting a number of ideas 
for building successful small shows 
with listener-influence. 

Two rate classifications, retail and 
general, were recommended at 4 
closed sessic.: attended only by 
members of the NAB Sales Man- 
agers’ Division. All business would 
come under the ‘atter classification 
except stores which sell varied mer- 
chandise over the counter to the re- 
tail trade. Uniform merchandising 
policy for all advertisers on a sta- 
tion was recommended, with no dis- 
crimination. 

Four-A contract form approved by 
NAB was decided upon. Use of one 
program by a manufacturer for 4 
number of products was approved, 
but programs for jobbers or dis- 
tributors to be resold to manufac- 
turers they represent were mixed.

| It’s the producer who takes the 
rap nowadays whenever raps are to 
be taken in unit booking deals. In 
the past it was the theatre that 
usually wound up on-the short end 
| when the gross and the percentage 
| didn’t add up. But this season the 
| theatres and their bookers have 
changed their methods and, through 
jthe knowledge they’ve gained from 
playing and buying units for the past 
three or four seasons, have found 
out how to shift the financial respon- 
sibility over to the unit producers 
land operators. 

| The result, from the producers’ 
| viewpoint, is a general retrenchment 
| in unit production and expenditure. 
| Having taken it on the chin as nev 
| before, during the early part of thet 
current season, they’re getting cau- 
tious. 

One of the things learned by the 
theatres is that the one who reaches 
the box office first is most certain to 
get the coin. That accounts for the 
‘first money’ arrangement now in- 
| cluded in the majority of percentage 
|deals, where gross possibilities are 
not extremely high. 

One Spot’s Switch 
One Eastern theatre which has 











been a mainstay stage show stand for | 


junits for several years, now insists 
|on grabbing the first $2,000 in the till 
|to cover expenses. The next money 
| goes to the unit to cover its ‘guar- 
|antee,’ and then the percentage split 
|starts. This house formerly started 
| the percentage split from the first 
bagged in addition to giving the show 
|a guarantee, which meant the show | 
lhad to be paid off first. Under the 
| cmaadet arrangement, the ‘guarantee’ 
is good only if the gross is sufficient- | 
ly in excess of the first $2,000. 

Under previous arrangements, the 
theatres, with musicians, stage hands 
and other stage show costs to cover, 
| had to do the digging when the show | 
didn’t draw. Now the theatre takes 
care of its own needs first, with the 
show forced to do the worrying and 
gambling. Since business isn’t al- 
| ways good, even for the best of 
units, there have been numerous in- 
pewrenne recently where the show, as 
| represented by the producer or its 
owner, took a heavy loss on the date. 
The guarantee is still good, of | 
course, in some of the circuit towns 
'and major indie spots, such as Bos- 
|ton, Cleveland, Chicago, Detroit, 
| Washington, Baltimore, etc., because 
jthe gross usually is large enough to 
| sive the house its ‘first money’ and 
|cover the show’s running costs. But | 
in the majority of unit houses- —those | 
/in smaller towns, playing the .me- 
| dium- priced shows—all dates are 
| gambles. 

When a bad percentage deal forces 
a show to take a loss, 
ducer who does the wailing, but the 
rap isn’t always so one-sided.

Consensus 
feels that the fixing of $40 per week 
|was a mistake permitted to creep in 
|during the drafting of the legit NRA 
| code. When this latter was ruled 
|out by the Supreme Court, Equity 
|retained the minimum clause, an act 
inow felt to have been in error. 
Neither Enough 

It is further conceded that neither of 
the minimums is a livable salary for 
artists whose employment during the 
vear is so flexible. When the New 
York Siate unemployment insurance 
act was drafied, acting was rated as 
‘casual employment’ and actors are 
excepted in it. Probable change 
will be made in the law when it is 
finally okayed and actors will be 
| included, as they are in the Federal 
|old-age pension legislation, known 
| as the Social Security Act.

Equity’s New Contract Form Out: 
Few Unexpected Clauses, But Some 
‘Nuisance Rules, 


Say the Managers 


Equity’s new contract, both stand- 
j}ard minimum. and. run-of-the-play 
forms, plus the rules governing the 
clauses and stipulations, is now in 
full effect. with little or no comment 
lcoming from managers. Most of 
them were aware of the provisions, 
although some of the less important 
changes are regarded as nuisance 
| rules. 
| One instance is a rule which pro- 


| vides for the manager paying sleep- 
ling car costs; Showmen state that 
| this will cause the same reaction as 
{the enforced pay for rehearsals— 


that the actor, really will pay be- 
cause salaries will be reduced that 
much, # not more. Equity cannot 


| dictate on salary matters, except on 
| minimums. 
| New contract forms are single 
| sheets, both sides being used, where- 
as the old forms were four sides and 
cumbersome. Rules are clearly 
| phrased, a labor that took nearly two 
years. Contract was in finished form 
several times previously, only to be 
}set aside when Equity started mak- 
|ing changes of policy, such as re- 
| hearsal pay, minimum salaries, spe- 
cial rules covering cutting of salaries, 
and so on, 
No Basic Agreemen 
Managers were in uproar for a 
| time and sought a basic agreement. 
| As the various changes were put into 
being, however, they calmed down 
and no agreement apparently is re- 
garded as necessary at least not at 
this time. On the Equity end the ad- 
ministration, after clearly defeating 
the militant minority in its own or- 
ganization, has been in the position 
'of deciding against any further 
| changes in policy. 
Equity’s stand against Sundays as- 
;}sumed importance and is a feature 
|of the new contract. Managers have 
| insisted that. double pay requirement 
|for regularly presented shows voids 
the New York state law making such 
| performances legal. That is borne 
| out by the fact that no such per- 
| formances are being given, excep 
for benefit purposes. ‘ 
Switched Rules . 
Most of the clauses are rules whic

Forty-eighth consecutive edition 
of the annual Mask and Wig Club 
effort hits well above average. This 
can be charged largely to the fact 
that the traditional idea of bur- 
lesquing a specific person or thing 
is dropped for a general burlesquing 
of a whole social phenomenon, 
namely the charity ball mob. Hess- 
Madeira book splashes the satire on 
hot. 

Femme make-up and costuming 
accords with Mask and Wig stand- 
ards in being deceptively realistic, 
even on varsity pusses more fa- 
miliarly spotted in the line of scrim- 
mage. 

Music and dancing are the stand- 
out factors. Three songs which have 
been plugged on the air in advance 
argue revenue for the Boland score. 
These are ‘Foolish Fascination,’ ‘An 
Apple a Day,’ and ‘You’re My Best 
Bet,’ in that order. Former has a 
trick rhythm and melody. Latter 
two are provocatively snappy and 
have top possibilities for comic lyric 
variations. 

Cast does not have to claim sanc- 
tuary behind the amateur status. 
This goes especially for the dancing 
chorus. Hoof work all around be- 
speaks a schedule of hard sessions in 
the gym. Both the chorus and spe- 
cialty routines are intricate, fresh, 
and polished. Mask and Wig Club 
junked another tradition this year 

y putting a non-alumnus, Walter

Special honors for comedy by way 
of the chorus go to a beach number 
in antique bathing suits. Jam-2s Jen- 
kins, Remy Martel, William A. Burr, 
Jack F. Pearese and A. Jackson 
Kelly are spotted here in finished 
dance specialties. : 

Book is generally concerned with 
the harried home life of a belabored 
business man who needs to have his 
nerves restrung.

Plot is flimsier than a Sally Rand 
costume. Ali Baba strolls into the | 
cave of the thieves and is handed an 
ultimatum to deliver to the King. 
Thieves cut off an ear as a mark of 
identification and later the King 
chips a finger for the same reason. 
His wounds make Ali Baba a hero 
with the commoners, so they or- 
ganize a party of Freemen and put 
him at the head in a drive to over- 
throw the King and the _ thieves. 
King gets around the uprising by 
starting a war with a neighboring 
country. 


Cast as a whole is fair. Bramwell 
Fietcher and Margaret Mullen carrv 
the romantic leads. John Hammond 
Dailey’s portrayal of the King who 
took 300 virgins on 300 consecutive 
nights and beheaded each the fol- 
lowing morning is better than pass- 
able. Ruth Gilbert. as a fun-loving 
cooch dancer, is okay, except for a 
raucous laugh.

TROUBLED ISLAND

Langston Hughes, Negro poet and 
playwright, and a Clevelander, con- 
tinues to puzzle sympathetic critics, 
as well as audiences, with his dra- 
matic efforts. Poetry is his forte. As 
a dramatist who confected ‘Little 
Ham’ and ‘Mulatto,’ he either be- 
comes theatrically inarticulate or al- 
lows his. rich backgrounds to run 
away with him. His ideas are viv- 
idly original but he can’t translate 
them into terse stage terms. 


That’s the trouble with “Troubled 
Island.’ Tried out by the Gilpin 
Players, acknowledged one of the 
best and oldest Negro repertory 
groups in the country, it deals pano- 
ramically with Haiti’s turbulent 
times during the Napoleonic era. 
There should have been a great. 
sweeping drama in this chronicle 
about how the slaves rebelled against 
their French masters and how they 
set up a black empire under the war- 
rior, Dessalines, who was a Huey 
Long ruler. 


To do it right, a stage as big as 
Radio City’s Music Hall is needed. 
What should have been spectacular 
mass scenes are dwarfed by the tiny 
Karumu stage. Author also gets so 
over-interested in his historical pag- 
eant that all his characters are lack- 
ing in realistic detail. Some scenes 
are tragically ironic, genuinely 
quaint; others fascinating in color 
effects. But while Hushes and a 
first-rate cast are stressing the social 
injustices suffered by Negro slaves, 
they never make the conflicts ex- 
citing.

‘Johnny Johnson’ is a propaganda 
play in allegorical form with a mu- 
sical score sung not by singers, but 
by legit actors. It also has an as- 
sortment of comedy scenes ranging 
from high satire to low slapstick. 
With all this there are serious mo- 
ments and a_ beautifully written 
idealistic final curtain. Put it all 
together and it spells one of the 
oddest mixtures Broadway has seen 
in a long time. It may, because of 
the Group Theatre hook-up and the 
merits of the production, be able to 
achieve a moderate engagement. 


Blending of music with dialog, the 
play’s hodge-podge of whimsy, farce, 
social propaganda, stark realism and 
fantasy puts ‘Johnson’ in a category 
of which it is example number one. 
And the only one. 


While there are moments that are 
unsuccessful, other parts of the 
devious journey are exciting. It is 
distinctly an unusual play. High- 
brows may push the box-office pos- 
sibilities by the fervor of their en- 
thusiasm. 

Johnny Johnson is a lover of 
humanity and peace.

Inside Stuff—Legit 


The large theatre collection of the late William Seymour, general stage 
director for Charles Frohman and many others during his 70-year career, 
has been presented to Princeton University by Seymour’s five children. 
It will be known as the William Seymour Theatre Collection, and will be 
augmented by the University Library's other theatrical material. 

Seymour first appeared on the stage in 1858, when three years old, and 
continued as actor and stage manager until 1928, when he retired. He died 
in 1933. The collection not only contains rare stage material gathered by 
Seymour in his associations with nearly every star of the period but many 
books and photographs once owned by Fanny Davenport, Seymour’s sister- 
in-law, and her father, E. L. Davenport. It has a total of some 800 bound 
volumes, 3,000 play-books and prompt-books, several thousand play-bills 
of the last century and a large amount of correspondence, photographs, 


programs and other material.

E. P. Conkle is a young playwright 
with considerable personal integrity; 
the Actors’ Repertory Co. is the 
newest young acting group in New 
York with honest and honorable 
views and hopes. Between them 
they’ve turned out this play, ‘200 
Were Chosen,’ a poor propaganda 
play with a lot of strength and 
power. Should get moderate biz for 
a short run, at least. 

Set in a background which is a 
natural for appealing color and so- 
called ‘human interest,’ play is in 
trouble almost from the first because 
either the writer or the producers 
were afraid of expressing a view- 
point. Makes it not only weaker 
propaganda (since it’s hard at times 
to figure out whom the play is blam- 
ing for the difficulties encountered), 
but a poorer play, It is possible on 
occasion to paint an unbiased pic- 
ture of a difficult situation without 
taking sides, but this is not such a 
time. Here is life in the raw; here 
there is too much involved which is 
vital and the very essence of ex- 
istence; in telling about this there 
should be no pulling of punches— 
and author Conkle most decidedly 
dons kid gloves. 

Play goes especially screwy in the 
third act, wherein a King Vidorish 
mock proletarian influence becomes 
evident. In this act everybody gets 
religion and both sides forget all 
their scruples and sit down like nice 
boys to talk things over and pave a 
new road. Which is the nuts—be- 
cause in that atmosphere, and un- 
der the conditions portrayed there 
must inevitably be constant friction. 

Despite all of which, there is some 
strong and fine theatre in the piece. 
A gang of ex-reliefers are shown ar- 
riving at a camp-to-be in Alaska, 
where the U. S. government has 
promised ’em land and a helping 
hand. Red-tape, inefficiency and 
blundering officialdom rub the sen- 
sitive, weary ‘pioneers’ to the point 
where they become sullen and argu- 
mentative. They won't co-operate 
with the government, having lost 
faith and face, with what looks like 
slow self-torture and eventual ruin. 
An epidemic among their children 
finally, in the last act, brings "em to 
their senses and they decide to face 
a new world along new uncharted 
paths with a grimmer smile. 

Some of the scenes, especially 1® 
act two, are harrowing in their real- 
ism and pathos. Conkle is obviously 
as interested in human beings and 
characters as anything, and he paints 
a number of strong personal char-

At the time of her last illness the 
singer, who was 75 last June 15, was 
making preparations to start in a 
picture at Metro, which had placed 
her under contract following her last 
appearance as Nino Martini’s singing 
teacher in ‘Here’s to Romance, 
which Jesse L. Lasky made for 
20th-Fox. 

She made her debut at the Ursuline 
convent in Prague at the age cf 11. 
Six years later, in 1878, she was 
signed to sing at the Dresden Royal 
Opera in ‘Il Trovatore.’ From Dres- 
den she went to Hamburg where she 
obtained stardom in the leading role 
in ‘Carmen.’. In 1887 she made her 
first appearance in Berlin. Again 
‘Il Trovatore’ was the vehicle. Then 
followed appearances in all the Wag- 
nerian roles. 

On Nov. 7, 1898, she made her 
American debut as Ortrud in Was- 
ner’s ‘Lohengrin’ at the Auditorium 
theatre in Chicago. She met with 
success and bought her contract with 
the Berlin Opera. From then on she 
| divided her time between the U. S. 
and Germany. 

Her health broke in 1905 follow- 
ing a tour of the U. S. She was ad- 
vised her voice was gone but she 
refused to quit. She went to Ger- 
many to rest and returned two years 
later, her voice fully recovered. 

She spent the next season in Ger- 
many where the singer created the 
role in Strauss’ ‘Electra.’ After her 
American season of 1909-10 Mme. 
Schumann-Heink limited her activ- 
ities as a singer. 


U. S. € zen Since 1905 


As evidence of her gratefulness to 
America, where she acquired the 
greater part of her wealth as a 
singer, she became an American 
citizen in Cincinnati in 1905. 

On Feb. 25, 1926, she came out of 
retirement to sing the role of Eréea 
in ‘Das Rheingold’ at the Metro- 
politan Opera house in New York. 

Mme. Schumann-Heink, who es- 
sa -d 150 roles during her career, 
was bern in what was then Prague, 
| Austria. Her father was an Aus- 
|trian army officer, Major H: 1s 
| Roessler. Her mother was Carlotta 
Goldmen, a concert singer. 

Diva was married three times. 
Her first husband was Ernest Heink, 
whom she wed in 1882. They were 
separated. four children being born 
t> the union. ~ 1893 she married 
Paul Schumann, who died eight 
years later. She married William 
Rapp in 1905 and divorced him in 
1914.

What -nterests IATSE 


Particularly is the IATSE investi- 
gating the field to find out why car- 
nivals and traveling shows can play 
without stagehands and_ spotlight 
people, especially when these car- 
nivals are doing most of the adver- 
tising and business on the fact that 
they are giving regular theatrical 
entertainment. The IATSE wants to | 
know why the simple fact that these | 
shows are under canvas gives ihese 
shows the ability to operate without ! 
trained technical stage employees. 

Also the IBEW is looking into the | 
carnivals which carry their own 
power plants, running from three to 
as high as 10 units. 

And still another association which 
is an important figure in the carnival 
industry at present is the American 
Society of Composers, Authors and 
Publishers, which is making a con- 
certed drive against carnies which 
are bootlegging music without pay- 
ing the ASCAP license fee, whether 
this music be mechanical or other- 
wise. 

These are three organizations 
which are current problems of great 
importance and which will be dis- 
cussed as serious problems at the | 
outdoors convention next week.
